Bruce Graham, a pro minent far­ 
mer liv ing su sho rt distance 
no rth­ 
west o f this city hung himself this 
afterno o n sho rtly befo re fo ur o ’clo ck 
in his bam and it will be 
a 
mere 
chance if he do es no t die. 
He was 
fo und just as he 
was 
abo ut 
to 
strangle to death and cut do wn. The 
attempt at 
self 
destructio n 
was 
pro mpted by financial tro ubles. 
Abo ut three-thirty Graham went 
to the bam telling a co lo red lad, who 
wo rked o n the place that he wo uld 
thro w do wn the hay fo r the ho rses. 
When he did no t return 
fro m 
the 
bam the co lo red bo y went to inv es­ 
tigate and was ho rrified to find Gra­ 
ham’s bo dy swinging o n a ro pe sus­ 
pended fro m a rafter in the barn. He 
fled fro m the place screaming at the 
to p o f his v o ice. 
Frank McFarlan, 
who liv es in the ho use acro ss the 
ro ad hearing the frightful cries o f 
Naman Mo rriso n, the 
co lo red bo y , 
hurried to the Graham barn lo t. The 
two then repaired to the barn and it 
was with the greatest difficulty that 
they succeeded in cutting do wn the 
fast strangling man. 
The ro pe he 
used was a large o ne, almo st an inch 
v thick. 
McFarlan 
held 
Graham’s 
bo dy up while Mo rriso n labo red cut­ 
ting the ro pe. It to o k them fully ten 
minutes to succeed, but to bo th o f 
them it seemed like an eternity . 
The bo dy was laid o n the flo o r o f 
the lo ft and Dr. Will C. Smith sum­ 
mo ned. 
A hasty ex aminatio n dis­ 
clo sed that Graham did no t break 
bis neck but that there was so me 
danger fro m strangulatio n. His face, 
neck and hands were purple fo r so me 
time after he was cut do wn. Graham 
climbed o n a ladder, when he fasten­ 
ed the ro pe abo ut his neck and did 
no t fall v ery far. 
This is all that 
•sav ed his life. 
Ano ther 
thing, 
he 
made a do uble lo o p kno t which hard­ 
ly ev er wo rks successfully unless the 
v ictim hangs fo r a lo ng time. 
At fiv e o ’clo ck he was still ly ing 
in the barn lo ft and his 
cries 
o f 
ago ny co uld be heard fo r 
o v er 
a 
blo ck away . 
Anx io us friends and 
neighbo rs cro wded abo ut the premi­ 
ses but were unable to render any 
assistance. 
Graham left a letter to his wife 
which he put in his hat o n the barn 
lo ft flo o r. 
It was filled with details, 
instructing her abo ut the dispo sitio n 
o f v ario us ho rses he o wned, ho w to 
take care o f the fruit cro p, pro v is­ 
io ns fo r his children to attend scho o l 
•until they reached a certain age, the 
names o f tho se he o wed mo ney and 
the amo unt set o ppo site, and many 
o ther things o f a purely perso nal na­ 
ture. 
At the clo se o f the letter he 
said he dreaded to do what he in­ 
tended to , but inasmuch as he has 
been unsuccessful in raisipg mo ney , 
he co uld no lo nger bear the strain. 
He requested that the funeral be held 
nex t Sunday and wanted Dr. V. W. 
Tev is to co nduct it. 
He mentio ned 
the fact that Dr. Tev is 
wo uld 
be 
busy with church serv ices 
in 
the 
mo rning and that the funeral co uld 
be held in the afterno o n. 
He asked 
to be buried in East Hill cemetery . 
Graham said he intended to wait an­ 
o ther week befo re he suicided but 
that he fo und it impo ssible. The let­ 


ter was written with bo th pen and 
pencil. 
He used scrap piece o f pa­ 
per and wro te no tes at rando m all 
o v er it. 
This letter sho ws that he 
carefully planned the 
suicide 
and 
had made no tes at v ario us times. 
Dr. W. C. Smith the attending phy ­ 
sician co uld no t determine whether 
Graham wo uld die but was o f 
the 
o p in io n th at h e wo u ld reco v er. 
lie 
h ad n o t reg ain ed co n scio u sn ess u p 
u n til fiv e o ’clo ck and lay 
mo aning 
an d g ro an in g , 
his who le frame shak­ 
ing fro m the ago nizing to rtures 
o f 
strangulatio n and his legs and arms 
drawing up in a nerv o us fashio n with 
ev ery breath he drew. 
Mr. Graham was in the city this 
mo rning and was shav ed at E ar l’s 
barber sho p. He talked freely to the 
barber abo ut co nditio n o f his cro ps 
and seemed in ex cellent spirits. 
His 
statements were perfectly 
ratio nal 
and he did no t seem to be different 
fro m his natural self. 
The barber 
asked him if he was no t 
in 
po o r 
health and remarked that he tho ught 
he was lo o king v ery bad. Mr. Gra­ 
ham replied that lie had no t been 
feeling well fo r sev eral weeks and 
did no t kno w what was the matter. 
He said he knew he was lo o king bad 
as his family had made sev eral re­ 
marks abo ut it o f late. 
Mr. Early 
did no t think any thing 
abo ut 
the 
co nv ersatio n at the time and passed 
it o ff witho ut a seco nd tho ught. When 
questio ned abo ut it this afterno o n 
he co uld no t remember any state­ 
ment o f Graham's which wo uld lead 
him to believ e that he was no t in his 
right mind. 
He o nly recalled that 
Graham seemed to be in lo w spirits 
but still talked freely abo ut the co n­ 
ditio n o f his co ming cro ps and in 
fact was mo re willing to talk than 
was his custo m. 
Bruce Graham, so n o f Alfred and 
Martha Graham was bo rn March 30, 
18 56 in Flemming co unty , Ky ., He 
was married in Rushv ille, J anuary , 
22, 18 8 5 to Clarissa Mull and to this 
unio n was bo m six children, two o f 
who m are dead. The surv iv ing child­ 
ren are: Nellie 
Elizabeth, 
Alfred 
Wo o dso n, Io la Mull and Earl Mc­ 
Kinley .
